STRIP UNION SEMINARY OF RICHES
AND SETTLE QUARREL, IS SUGGESTED

—

ATLANTIC CITY, May 23 —Taking over
a larga portlon of the Union Thaologienl
Seminary proparty, New York, aMaining
Ite 85,000,000 endowment by legal procegses,
and placing them In the hands of an entirely
new board of trustess to whom shall be
Riven the power to alect new affjoials and
faculty nre a few of the possibilities which
loomed up In the 128th General Assembly
today, as the result of an articls from the
pen of Judge Ralph 1. Prime, New York
attorney, This would mean the creation
of a npw samipary.

This article attacks the Unlon Thanlogical
Beminary In noe uptertaln terma and gives
n complete history of the controversy of tha
Inut yosnrs and the alloged heresy of tha
New York Presbytary and the Unlon Theo-
logical Seminary.

As the time drawa near for the axpected
struggle on the floor of the General Apaem-
bly, which is expected by all commiasloners,
unless the 28 overtures relative to tho New
York situatlon are killad in the Bills and
Overtures Committee, feeling !5 growing
bitter, both ameng the conservatives and tha
radicalr,

Whanever a group of commlisslonsra
gather, a passer-by can Invariably heayr the
words, "New York Prestytery, Unlon Theo-
loglonl Seminary-—haresy, Virgin Birth,
three young men.''

JUDGE PRIME'HR PLAN,

The section of the artigle written by
Judge Prime, which caused the now at-
titude on the ersation of a naw theological
gaminary to come into belng. reads as fol-
lows:
